Gibsonthrew5  TD  passes  and  scored  an¬ 
other  while  Lemon  scored  three  andaeriled  two  more  as  the  home  club  romped 
over  Natural  Bridge  45-15. 

October  26-Eagle  Rock  met  William  Fleming  Jv's.  of  Roanoke.  Lemon  ran 
75,45,19  yards  for  three  consecutive  TD’s.  The  Eagles  defense  and  blocking  was 
excellent. 

November  2-The  Eagles  took  to  the  air  as  they  beat  Dunlap  High  12-6  with 
Bill  Bayne  snagging  two  flings  from  Lemon  for  the  only  Eagle  Rock  score. 

November  7-In  the  Eagle  -  Bedford  Jv’s  tilt  under  the  lights,  Eagle  Rock  was 
riddled  with  injuries,  but  managed  to  tie  the  score  7-7  as  Ray  McCoy  made  a  15 
tally . 

Thus  the  Eagles  had  their  first  victorious  season  since  ’51  as  they  finished 
with  a  3-2-2  record.  As  a  reward  to  the  team  for  their  playing  such  fine  football 
during  the  season,  Coach  McDowell  set  the  entire  team  up  to  a  steak  dinner.
